The Tevure-of-0flice Act—Batler aad 
Schenck —A Contemplated Alaska 
Swindle Exposed,

WASHINGTON, March 21, 1869. -

Horrible Murderin fast Tennessce.

Murder at Crow Creek, . 

A letter to the Nashville Banner, from 
Anderson, Franklin county, dated the 
20.h inst., furnishes particulars of a de- 
liberate and unprovoked murder com- 
mitted on the 19th, (Friday), on the bod 
of a négro man, formerly a slave of Col. 
J. ¥. Anderson. The letter, which comes 
from 4# reliable and responsible source, 
states that an aged and respectable negro 
named Frank, was busily engaged at his 
work, preparing for this year’s crop, 
when &® young man named Toney Dou- 
thitt rode up to where he was at work 
and eailed him to the fence. He then 
asked him how ne lixeg the sermon his 
father had preached to the negrees some 
six months previous. The negro an- 
swered, ‘'I did not likeit.”’ Whereupon 
Douthitt remarked, ‘'I will shoot you, 
then;” and immediately leveled a gun 
which he had with him and fired, kill- 
ing the negro Instantly, 
The citizens of Crow Creek, with that 
love of law and justice for which they 
are noted, turned out en masse, captured 
the murderer, and carried him to Win- 
chester on Raturday,

RAILROADS,

Mr. Speaker; I ava directed by his Kix- 
cellency the Governor, to inform your 
honorable body that, at a meeting of the 
Board of Railroad Commissiouers, held

Two melancholy suicides lately oc- 
curred in San Francisco, both of which 
were in the regular army.

Ona stand near the head of the 
couch was a vial which had contained 
chloroform. He left several letters, one 
of which reads as follows: 
-“ San FRANCISCO, Feb. 19, 1869. 

‘* My Dear Brother: I cannot endure 
life longer. Go to the Fort and get 
everything there that belongs to me. 
Should any one ever speak of me in your 
presence, in terms that reflect upon my 
honor as a gentieman, or my integrity as 
aman, shoot him onthe spot. Good-bye, 
dear brother; live and be happy, if pos- 
sible, and when you die, die game. Your 
brother, JOHN.” 

Apart of the counterpane had been 
saturated with chloroform ; he had also 
covered his face with it, and thus passed 
off into thesleep of death.

The same day the body of Lieut, Col. 
John G. Scott was found on his bed, with 
both his wrists cuton both sides, com- 
pletely severing the arteries, the blood 
from which had flowed into a washing 
bowl at one side and into the water- 
pitcher on the other.

Exiraordinary Feat by the Da- 
Vvenport Hroihern, 


The Spirits or the Devil in New 
York.

The Davenport brothers, accompanied 
by Mr. Fay, made their first appearance 
in this city since their return from 
Europe last night at Steinway Hall, and 
were welcomed by a gatberisg which 
neariy filled the hall, The firet part of 
their exhibition took place in the large 
hall, and was deseribed asa ‘‘ Cabinet 
The former was witvuessed by 
an audience that more than filled the 
lower part of the large hail. The latter, 
which wasan extra affair, succeeding 
the regular performance, was witnessed 
by about two hundred persons.. Both 
parts of the exhibition presented singu- 
lar features, and the whole was intereat- 
ing. The Cabinet Seance consisted of an 
elaborate mystification, created by the 
close confinement of the Hrothers Da- 
venport within a sort of wardrobe, which. 
immediately became the scene of vio- 
however produced, was nat, to all ap- 
pearauces, produced by physical 
agency of the Davenports. ‘I'he per- 
formers were bound hand and foot and 
tied to seats, within the cabinet, at least

Afterward a coat taken off by one of the 
audience was, almost instantaneously, 
placed upon Mr, Fay’s back, he remain- 
ing in the same position, with his hands 
tied. Such exploits are truly surprising. 
With reference to the pretense that they 
are performed by spirits, the inhabitants 
of a world that vireumscribes this world 
of seuss, we hesitate to speak. Itis a 
very solema matter. The Davenport 
Bfothers may be sincere in their assum p> 
tion. We trust they are. But they 
ought to be admonished that all this vyi- 
gar clap trap of ropes and belle and 
phosphorus, tends merely to bring sacred 
maiters into contempt. No euch trivial 
evidence of immortality 18 needful to 
people who gre worth being immortal. 
What the Davenport exhibition dves 
seem to prove is that the human mind 
possesses an influence not yet fully or 
rightly understood, over material objects.

WASHINGTON, March £2, 1569, 
THE CLVIL TENURE SUBJECT. 

The civil tenure subject is still drag- 
ving its slow length along, and no bu- 
man power can longer attempt to deter- 
mine when the question will Le disposed 
of. The case brs taken a different turn 
to-day, and a plan has been devised by 
which the Senators hope at last to com- 
pase the trouble by satisfying the Prest- 
dent, and appsasing their own dignity. 

The caucus this morning discussed for 
two hours the proposition for repesl and 
euspension for four years, but the debate 
did not have the effect of uniting the 
conflicting opinions, and the caucus ad- 
journed, until 2 o’clock, with much bad 
feeling. 

The afternoon session was still more 
boisterous. Messrs. Conkling and Mor- 
ton crossed swords—the former leading 
off in an unmanly and gross attack on 
ihe latter, Which had no relation to the 
subject, and which was generally spoken 
of as undignified aud out of place. Mr. 


ing Mr. Conkling some home thrusts 
which he will feel for some time to come. 
Other ssarp words were said before the 
Senate could come down to the consider- 
ation of business. After several short 
spseches had been delivered, a mo- 
tion was made by a leading membar, 
with a view of harmonizing the con- 
flicting opinions, thst the whole ques- 
tion of repeal, modification and suspen- 
sion be committed to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, with instructions to present & new 
bill embodying certain features which 
are to take the place of the first and sec- 
ond sections of the Civil Tenure Act. 
This motion was unanimously agrecd to, 
and to-morrow they will make a simi- 
lar motion in the Senate, and the Com- 
mittee will thereupon prepare & measure 
allowing the President to appoint his 
Cabinet, and to make femovels during 
the recess of Congress without tendering 
his reasons therefor tothe Senate, but 


‘requiring him, within thirty days after 


the meeting of the Senate in December, 
to send a list of ali sppolutments made 
during the recess. It is expected that 
the bil will embody the other features. 
of the original act, and also a clause re- 
pealing the original law. The Com mit- 
tee will, to-morrow, confer with Presi- 
dent Grant, and will inform him of tho 
action of the caucus, and obtain his 
views of the subject, and, as far as possi- 
ble, make their action conform to his 
views, Another caucus will.ba heid 
Wednesday, when the Committee will 
report and present the fruits of its ac- 
tion, and, if satisfactory, wiil submit ihe 
bili to the Senate, when, of course, it will 
be passed, and sent to the House for con- 
currence. It may be considered a big 
work if the thing is disposed of this 
week. Adjournment will then follow, it 
is expected, within a fortnight from the 
present time.

For some weeks past there has been a 
complete jull in the outrages of the mili- 
tary rule which Clayten inflicted upon 
the people of Crittenden county, and al- 
though the militia still remained quar- 
tered there and mertial law existed, we 
fondly hoped that peace had evain re- 
turned to that long suffering and sorely 
tried people. The special dispatch re- 
ceived by the APPEAL and printed in our 
issue of Tuesday morning, announcing. 
the abrogation of martial law, confirmed 
this belief and we looked for an order 
immediately disbanding the militias who 
etill remained in Crittenden. Lulled 
thus into a state of repose ths news 
which we give cur readers beiow, fell 
like a bombshell among those citizens of 
that county who are in our city, and 
filled their minds with grave forebodings 
for the safety of tceir friends and rela- 
tives, and made them despair of an early 
return of ** dove like peace.’’ 

Mr. Hardin, the Sheriff of Crittenden 
county, who lives near Marion, arrived 
in toe city yesterday morning, on his 
way to Little Rock, to report to the Gov- 
ernor and obtain redress, if possible, for 
outrages committed on him and the 
people, on Monday and Tuesday, by the 
militia under Maj. Maynes and Capt. 
Haines. 

Mr. Hardin states that these officers 
sent a squad of men and arrested bim, 
and contined him until they forced him 
Py threats to resign his position as Sher- 
iff. After he formally resigned his posi- 
tion he was released, and came to this 
city, intending to goto Little Rock im- 
mediately sand lay his case before tne 
He left on the steamer Des 
Are Tuesday afternoon. 
Immediately on his resignation, a man 
named Fagan was appointed Sheriff, and 
with a body of negro militia he is raid- 
ing ths county nominally fcr the pur- 
pose of collecting taxes. 

It is furthermore stated that the reason 
why martial law was remoyed from 
Crittenden county, was in order to en- 
able the State to collect taxes, which
